somewhat the same pressures as are pro- 
ducing either revolts or Communist con- 
cession* In other Communist-ruled lands.

thousands of 


small landholders, the Reds have been able 
to kill off opposition to their "land reform" 
program and even have had to ease their 
restrictions on landlords in order to get 
some kind of food production. 


The United Nations embargo, however 


imperfect, has deprived them of both ma- 
terials and money. Last year's squeeze on 
Chinese 
merchants produced 
some new 


revenue but the merchants now have been 
squeezed dry.

The Reds' "national construction 
pro- 


gram" also has been unsuccessful. A re- 
cent issue of the People's Daily In Peiping. 
told of "alarmine wastefulness and irre- 
sponsibility" in state-owned factories and 
planned construction projects. 
To add to these problems, the Reds ap- 


parently also are suffering natural disasters. 
"Freedom Front," a Chinese newsletter pub- 
lished in Hong Kong, claims that 5 million 
persons have been affected in Kwangtung 
province by 
floods. The

Clearly that set them in the class of spe- 


cial-purpose libraries, as President Eisen- 
hower emphasizes they should be. In many 
of the overseas libraries, a survey by the 
New York Times establishes, the greatest 
demand is for books about the U.S. gov- 
ernment and its handling of specific prob- 
lems. If the service had stuck to its limited 
purpose in the first place, and never tried 
to reflect the whole range of American cul- 
ture, it would not have got into a situation 
where 11 directives were necessary.

Jt was in this background that President 
Eisenhower proposed the Big Three meet- 
ing in Bermuda, apparently as a defensive 
tactic—or in military terms, as a part of a 
holding action to prevent a premature pre- 
cipitation of a meeting between Churchill 
and Malenkov. That is was successfully a

I must confess that T can't work up much 


confidence and enthusiasm for the Bermuda 
meeting. In the first place, I wonder just 
what it will accomplish. It could provide 
greater solidarity among the Rig Three in 
putting up a unified front to Russia. 


On the other hand, it could provide a 


leverage for Churchill's insistence that \vc 
have a conference with Russia's Malenknv 
at a time considered premature by Presi- 
dent Elsenhower anrl the American, people 
generally.
